Practically, however, under our pres 
ent revenue system, free trade ia out of the 
question. So Ion? as we have to raise over 
two hundred millions of dollars annually 
at the custom bouses, to help defray the 
expensts of the Government, free trade is 
iiLjiossiblo.
